Stubble Mulch Farming 'll 

Tilling flic soil in Fitch n wav that 
crop residues arc loft on the surface 
is generally called stubble mulch 
farming. This practice is widely 
recommended as a soil conservation 
measure in the dry land areas of 
Western Canada, particularly whore 
wind erosion has neon a menace or 
in iy become so again in the future. 

Farmers who adopt this type of

Although stubble 
mulching is m«> hanically feasible 
and desirable for erosion control, it 
In.- limitations that tend to restrict 
us wide adoption. 

l or many districts of the open 
plains area however, the advantages 
of stubble mulch farming greatly 
outweigh the disadvantages. In the 
first place, this type of tdlage is 
less costly than most other methods. 

Furthermore, it is known that soils 
protected with stubble mulch absorb 
moisture more readily and retain it 
longer than do bare soils. When 
raindrop- strike bare soil, the struc¬ 
ture of the soil particles may be 
broken clown, forming a compact 
surface layer which reduces water 
intake and increases run-off. Unde- 
cayed crop residue, well distributed 
o\er the surface, will reduce tho 
wind velocity so that soil particles 
are loss likely to move. 

From the standpoint of yield 
there appears to be a definite tend¬ 
ency for stubble mulching to show 
to advantage under conditions of 
low rainfall. On the other hand, 
under humid conditions lower yields 
may result. Yield reductions of this 
kind, caused by a lack of available 
soil nitrates, can be compensated for 
by applying 2.5 to ft) pounds of 
10-20 ammonium phosphato per 
acre. B 

If stubble mulching is to be more 
widely accepted bv prairie farmers, 
and if more farmers arc to be dis¬ 
couraged from burning stubble and 
straw linn more field investiga¬ 
tion d work is needed to find 
answer.* to some of the problems 
tint confront farmers who are now 
u- nc this practice in Western 
Canada.
